"EKat  topic  we  now  call  the  attention  of 
the  reader. 

History  tells  ub,  that  the  old  States 
owe  their  success  to  the  energy  of  their 
founders.  When  men  obliged  to 

gain  their  livelihood  from  the  stony  soil 
of  New  England,  In  the  Pilgrim  Fathers 
days,  there  was  llttle'uoed  of  places  of 
recreation.  By  the  time  they  had  gone 
over  their  fields,  they  were  In  splendid 
shape  to  take  nature's  sweet  restorer 
to  make  them  ready  for  the  next  day 
toll.  But  prosperity  and  ingenuity  have 
placed  the  country  under  different  con¬ 
ditions.  On  acoount  of  the  various 
methods  used  in  the  commercial  world 
ami  the  vast  resource  of  our  land,  we 
have  gone  ahead  of  the  nld-fpshioued 
way  of  carrying  on  business.  Except  in 
t  sola  ted  cases  men  do  not  g<>  about  ex¬ 
changing  with  their  Immediate  neigh¬ 
bors  wheat  for  shoes.  But  business  is 
carried  on  by  *  system  of  exchange  which 
has  given  rise  to  new  conditions  of  life 
The  invention  of  machinery  has  also 
helped  to  lighten  labor.  So  we  find, 
that  our  young  men  after  gaining  means 
of  support  have  also  u  little  time  on  their 
hands  for  recreation.  What  to  do  with 
this  time  is  the  question.  Many  wre  em 
ployed  all  day  in  a  mental  capacity  so 
that  they  need  physical  exercise.  The 
establishing  of  reading-rooms  and  libra 
ries  does  not  always  meet  the  case 
Borne  have  no  taste  for  reading,  and 
others  who  have  the  inclination  are 
mentally  weary.  A  place  .  erected  for 
proper  amusement  and  J vi«llsjiou»  ex¬ 
ercise  would  do  much  to  Improve  the 
condition  of  all.

The  Victorious  Haiuier- 

To  The  Editor  of  The  Independent 
Sir  :  ’Tis  an  old  but  very  apt  saying 
that  “chickens  come  home  to  roost.” 
The  MSB.  of  the  poem  “Victorious  Ban¬ 
ner  ”  which  appeared  in  Thb  Indepen¬ 
dent  on  the  2d  inst.,  has  been  In  my 
possession  for  nearly  thirty  years.  I 
picked  it  up  with  other  papers  while  on 
oue  of  the  •  raids  mentioned  in  .my  war 
narrative.  Who  the  author ..yas  I  never 
knew,  but  it  is  very  evident  that  the 
sentiment  expressed  In  the  original 
failed  to  find  a  responsive  echo  In  the 
soul.  He  was  one  of  many  who  could 
never  allow  the  word  “conquered"  to  be 
coupled  with  that  Uag.  I 

ever  thought  It  would  find  Its’  w- 
print,  but  now  that  they  have  b 
peered  side  by  side  in  comparieoi 
>ver  of  the  glorious  unconfjuercd 
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of  every  social  HI.  Each  of  these 
churches  has  a  circumjacent  community 
pressing  against  it  from  every  side,  and 
this  community  is  largely  made  up  of 
children. 

New-Hte  key  to  the  solution  of  the  - 
hard  problem  of  city  evangelization  lies 
in  the  puny  hand  of  the  little  child 
Who  has  not  Stood  aghast  and  felt  the 
chill  of  despair  creep  around '  his'-heort 
as  be  has  stopped  in  one  of  our  thorough¬ 
fares  aud  watched  the  great  tide  of 
foreigners  streaming  ashore  from  some 
emigrant  ship — alien  men,  women  and 
ehiidren  chattering  In  a  strange  lan¬ 
guage,  and  bearing  uncouth  burdens  on 
their  heads  aud  shoulders !  They  have 
come  to  stay.  In  solid  phalanx  they 
take  possession  of  wide  stretches  of  our 
city.  They  form  an  impregnable  mass  of 
humanity  swayed  by-un- American  and 
un-evangelical  ideas'  and  habits,  at  the 
mercy  either  of  sacrqmentariauiam  dr 
materialism,  t  Those  that  are  Christians 
have  old-world  dotions  of  an  organic 
relation  between  Church  and  State 
Their  views  and  practices  regarding  the 
Sabbath  and  temperance  as  well  as  other 
social  questions  are  antagonistic  to 
ours.  Our  churches  retreat  before  this 
inflowing  tide,  seeking  a  congenial  en 
vlronment  lu  the  more  remote  and" 
favored  portions  of  our  island.  If  our 
purpose  is  to  build  up  our  church,  this 
is  of  course  the.  right  course  to  take 
But  if  our  aim  is  to  change  the  character 
of  our  community,  then  we  should  bring 
to  bear  upon  these  dense  masses  our 
best  Gospel  appliances.  And  our  most 
effective  measures  will  be  preventive 
and  educational  t  our  most  enduring 
work  will  be  among  the  c 

ie  nature  or  the 
case  be  slow  and  prosaic,  but  they  will' 
be  sure. 

'the  foreigners  that  come  'among  us 
are  very  prolific.  The  children  far  oub- 
■  The  Iaw  Jt»'Ha  tha 
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staut  touch  of  a  consecrated  Christian 
teacher. 

All  this,  it  may  be  said,  will  cost  a 
good  deal  of  money.  But  consider  that 
there  will  be  no  expense  for  the  erection 
-or  +4  buibHegs.  The  average 

Sunday-school  room  makes  an  admirable 
room  for  a  day-school.  And  what  a  pity 
it  is  that  the  church  edifices  should  be 
Idle  so  much  of  thd'time!  If  a  business 
firm  should  erect  an  expensive  building, 
and  use  it  ouly  during  six  or  seven  hours 
a  week,  could  It  expect  to  succeed?  And 
yet  all  over  Manhattan  Islaud  we  have 
vast  enclosed  spaces,  which  are  actually 
in  use  for  ouly  a  few  hours  each  week. 
The  rest  of  the  time  they  serve  only  to 
circumscribe  the  cheerful  habitations  of 
men,  and  are  oceiyiied  by  mice  and 
silence  and  gloom.  Aud  then  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association  conies  along, 
and  instead  of  utilizing  tho  sacred  build¬ 
ings  already  iu  existence  by  housing  lu 
them  its  benevolent  activities,  it  pro¬ 
ceeds,  ut  enormous  expense,  to  erect  all 
over  the  country  another  set  of  sacred 
building.  What  a  godsend  it  would  be, 
if  the  stately  church  edifice  should  be¬ 
come  each  day  a  school,  aud  be  filled 
with  the  joyous  cresceut  life  of  child¬ 
hood.  The  salaries  of  teachers  would 
have  to  be  met  by  the  systematic  gifts 
of  wealthy  Christians.  If  is  easy  to 
bring-  against  the  •  rich  the  wholesale 
charge  of  covetousness.  But  I  believe 
tbat  here  iu  New  York  there  is  Immense 
treasure  held  in  suspense  and  ready  to 
be  used,  when  the  possessors  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  their  gifts  will  do  more 
good  than  harmf  when  channels  are  laid 
open  through  which  their  benevolence 
may  flow  for  the  actual  relief  of  sufler- 
permanent  amen  oration 
of  mankind.  So  much  money  is  wasted 
in  charity  andjn  missionary  work  that 
do  not  wonder  wealthy  people  are  si 
and  cautious.  Like  an  old  rat  that

Again  the  children,  In  the  .natural  order 
of  events,  will  live  longer  than  the 
parents,  since  they  are  younger.  So 
that  this  foreign  child-life  extends  farther 

Stinie  as  well  as  in  space.  The  old 
rdswill  soon  drop  off  the  perch,  but 
the  young  brood  will  live  on  and  on. 
And  then  the  children  are  accessible, 
while  the  parents  are  not.  They  Want 
to  learn  our  language,  and  are  allured 
by  the  life  aud  joy  and  music  in  our 
churehes  and  Sunday-schools.  Besides,, 
the  children  are  malleublc,  while  the 
parents  are  Inflexible.  If  the  character 
of  a  community  Is  to  be  changed  at  all 
it  must  be  through  the  children. 

The  Sunday-school,  tfien,  is  perhaps 
the  strongest  weapon  used  try  the  church 
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tn  city  evangelization. '  The  rhildron  are 
often  .drawn  from  families’  which  the 
Gospel  can  touch  in  no  other  way.  Then 
if  thb  Sunday-school  is  pervaded  by  an 
evangelistic:  spirit,  and  is  not  merely  a 
elass  iu  sacred  geography  where  the 
children  are  taught  the  distance  from 
Jerusalem  U>  Jericho,  but  if  Christ  is 
presented  to  their  yoiAng  minds  as  a 
personal  Saviour,  many  of  them  will  be 
sure  to  accept  Him.  Then  they  will 
want  to  Join  your  ohurch.  In  many 
cases  the  parents  will  Interpose  no 
objections.  Then  the  children  pill  come 
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women  know  thaTunJerTEelr" eyes  ski 
In  their  own  church  there  is  to  be  such 
a  school  as  I  describe,  and  you  will  be 
surprised  to  see  hoW  readily  they  will 
subscribe  for  its  support.  The  Inciden¬ 
tal  expenses  can  easily  |>o  met  by  tuition 
fees.  The  |>oore«t  children  gladly  pay 
five  cents  a  week. 

But  besides  its  Sunday-school,  its  day 
nursery,  its  kindergarten  limits  primary 
school,  a  ebureb  that  is  at' work  in*  a 
mission  neighborhood  will  feel  the  need 
of  a  little  home  for  children,  where  it 
may  take  the  entire  care  of  waifs  that 
have  been  unearthed  by  ils  missionaries, 
and  also  a  house  in  .the  country,  where 
it  can  furnish  fresh  nir  to  its  children  in 
the  summer.  In  all  these  ways  the 
church  may  embrace  the  child-life  that 
comes  within  its  reach.-  All  this  ediica 
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little  foreign  children  iuy  best  members. 
They  love  to  lUtond  all  the  services. 
They  sit-in  front.  They  join  heartily  In 
the  singing.  They  ar«  like  the  tender 
grass  springing  out  of  the  earth  by  clear 
shining  after  rain.  Tn  other  cases  the 
parents  may  forbid  their  children  to  Join 
your  ohurch.  Even  then  you  ha\e  s*rt- 
cd  a  current  of. new  spiritual  life  that 
flows  hack  Into  the  bosom  of  the  <4d 
state  churches;  and  In  either  event  -the 
character  of  the  community  is  radically 
changed  for  the  better. 

But.  the  8unday-eeh<>ol  alone  is  In¬ 
adequate.  The  sessions  are  too  short 
and  too  far  apart.  Currents  of  sin  and 
worldllness  sweep  between  the  Sundays 
and  wash  away  holy  Impressions.  What 
headwsy  would  we  make  In  teaching 
arithmetic  or  geography,  if  the  lesson 
came  once*a  week,  apd  occupied  half  an 
hour,  and  was  taught  by  such  Incom¬ 
petent,  untrained,  and  unpaid  teachers 
as  are  to  l»e  found  in  our  Sunday-schools  1 
Is  It  strange  that  our  youth  are  growing 
up  In  ignorance  of  our  MMfat  books? 
The  study  of  the  Bible  h»  ruled  out  of 
our  public  schools.  Family  prayer  is 


tlonal  and  philanthropic  work  will  natur¬ 
ally  be  on  h  small.,  scale,  being  adapted 
to  khe  circumscribed  wants  of  the  local 
church,  and  when  one  contemplates  th# 
oceanic  character  of  Ignorance  and  vice 
and  misery  in  our  great  cities,  one  will 
Instinctively  exclaim,  regarding  such 
scanty  provisions,  what  are  they  among 
so  many?  But  such  work  is  always 
contagious.  When  once  a  single  church 
has  transmuted  these  ideas  Into  en¬ 
during  reality  on  ix scale- however  smAll, 
Jfthen  every  other  church,  on*  the  •  princl- 
ple  of  holy  emulation,  will  go  ami  do 
ewlse.  *ro  crystallze  existing  social 
tendencies  is  a  swift  and  easy  '  ask,  hut 
to  reverse  vlehrus  tendencies,  or  to 
originate  good  ones,  is  toilsome  and 
prosaic.  It  is  said  of  a  reform  that  It 
always  goes  through  three  stages.  First 
it  ia  laughed  at.  Then  it  is  said  to  l>e 
contrary  to  religion.  And  In  the  third 
)lac<\  every  one  knows  It.
